seen in Hie space of a moment actually 
growing from seed to mn.tiirity, each 
stage of its progress being- in the same

An interesting similarity between 


plant and human growth is noted from 
these pictures.

Mr. Knox charges conspiracy to vio- 


late the saws of the United States in 
combining two competing railroads 
through the formation of the Northern 
Securities company after other efforts 
to combine had been defeated; that 
for the purposes of defeating the sin to 
and federal authorities and furnishing 
a. defense that the Northern Securities 
company does not hold a majority of

When clover is sown early in the 


spring on the crop of wheat or other
